Editor Bryan Tells 
Of Visit To Iowa 
And Des Moines 


In our article last week we at- 
tempted to tell our readers some- 
thing about the general appearance 
of Iowa farms, or at least that 
section which we visited, and this 
week we shall endeavor to write 
more along the same line, in ad- 
dition to giving some other more 
or less interesting sidelights. 

* * * 

First we want to tell you some- 
thing about the City of Des Moines, 
the capital of the State. The pop- 
ulation is approximately 150,000, 
and while we visited many places 
that are larger, none impressed us 
more. The residential section is 
one of the prettiest the writer ever | 
saw. Throughout the entire area 
may be seen modern homes, sur- 
rounded by beautiful lawns, flow- 
er gardens, shrubbery and trees in 
abundance. The natural beauty of 
the land is preserved in a won- 
derful way, At the time we were 
there the cold weather had destroy- 
ed many of the flowers, but the 
beauty of the trees with their 
varying colors of leaves made a} 
wonderful scene, They have fine 
schools, fine church buildings, and 
in the business district are to be 
found modern and up-to-date shops 


and stores of every kind. 
* * * 


There are forty-six parks in the 
City of Des Moines covering an 
area of 900 acres. All of these 
parks are well kept and during the 
summer much effort is devoted to 
the growing of flowers. These parks 
furnish ample space for recreation 
during warm weather for the pop- 
ulation of the city. Many amuse- 
ments are provided. 

* + * 
‘ Des Moines is the largest city in 
the State and is situated near the 
geographical center, with nineteen 
railroad lines radiating out in ev- 
ery direction. In 1981 there were 
over 8,300 miles of paved road in 


the State and practically every 
large city in the State can be 
reached by these hard* surfaced 


roads. Des Moines leads Iowa in 
manufacturing, wholesaling, .re- 
tailing, banking and insurance, as 
well as being the governmental 
center of the State.

J. Thompson, principal of Fairview 
consolidated school, was in Elba 
last Thursday evening, making in- 
quiry about the 8-inch stovepipe 
which was ordered from Montgom- 
ery, the arrival of which was be- 
ing anxiously awaited in order to 
install large heaters in the sever- 
al rooms of that modern school 
plant, Under the direction of Prof.

Of All Farms Is 


Now Foreseen 


CHICAGO.—Seeretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace envisioned Mon- 
day the complete control, acre by 
acre, of all America’s farm land 
with only rich soil used for farm- 
ing and the remainder devoted to 
forests, recreation, residence, and 
the like, 

“The things which this adminis- 
tration has done thus far in 1938 
may seem spectacular, but they are 
only. a faint foreshadowing of 
some of the things which will ul- 
timately be nece y before the 
United States has finally made for 
herself her new true place in the 
family of nations,’’ Wallace said. 

The secretary of agriculture ad- 
dressed the Association of Land 
Grant Colleges and Universities, 
another speech in his series through 
the corn belt explaining the ob- 
jectives and the workings of fed- 
era! farm aid, 

Admitting there had been errors 
in the farm recovery program, | 
Wallace said he was encouraged 
that “so many millions of people, 
in spite of the malcontents, are be- 
ginning to get the feeling of a com- 
mon goal voluntarily and jntelli- 
gently approached, He predicted 
next year’s acreage of harvest 
crops would be perhaps 35,000,000 
acres under recent years.

RED CROSS RELIEF 
AIDS DISTRESSED 
IN 120 DISASTERS 


Help in Floods, Earthquake, 
Fires and Tornadoes in 
Year’s Record 


The American Red Crosa has 
yeached into the homes of six mil- 
lion families in the past year with 
unemployment and disaster relief, 
Chairman John Barton Payne an 
nounced 

“As the year closed the organiza- 
tion continued in readiness to serve 
in the forthcoming winter at the 
point of greatest need and to ad- 
just its service to meet the calls of 
Yo emergency of unemployment and 
disaster,” Chairman Payne stated, 

In a year of greatest economic 
distress in the nation's history, tn 
which the Red Cross ably discharged 
a relief task in distributing flour and 
clothing to distressed families in all 
but six of the nation’a 3,098 counties, 
the organization also was called into 
action in 120 disasters, of which 96 
were within the borders of the | 
United States, 

Rarthquake, floods, hurricanes, 
fires and other cataclysms visited 
death and destruction upon the lives 
and homes of thousande of people. 
Red Cross statistics showed that in 
the 120 disastere almost a thousand 
lives were lost, 148,840 homes were 
destroyed or damaged, 13,275 per- 
sons were injured, and Red Cross 
relief was given to 452,879 individ- 
uale, 

In giving aid in these disasters, 
in its unemployment relief and in 
handling the distribution of govern- 
ment wheat and cotton, the Red 
Cross expended from its national 
treasury the eum of $1,070,284, 

During one period of twelve 
weeks, 46 disasters occurred in 23 
states. Red Cross disaster workers 
were hard pressed in meeting all of 
these needs occurring at once, but 
everywhere misery was promptly re- 
lieved, 

Support of the Red Cross work {s 
through its annual roll call, con- 
ducted by chapters in the period 
from Armistice Day to Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, November 11 to November 
30. Every citizen who joins the Red 
Cross as a member aids in carrying 
relief to disaster victims and in 
other Red Cross services, such a3 
preservation of life, child welfare 
through the Junior Red Cross, and 
direct service for the public health.
